o Species I - Method of electrocardiogram measurement including using a V4 or V5 electrode 
and a LL electrode disposed on a first electrode pad and a RA electrode disposed on a second 
electrode pad as shown in Fig. 5 and measuring a V4 lead or V5 lead or II lead. 

o Species II - Method of electrocardiogram measurement including using a V4 electrode and a 
V5 electrode disposed on a first electrode pad and a RA electrode disposed on a second 
electrode pad as shown in Fig. 8 and measuring a V4 lead or V5 lead. 

o Species III - Method of electrocardiogram measurement including using a V4, V5 and LL 
electrodes disposed on a first electrode pad and a RA electrode disposed on a second 
electrode pad as shown in Fig. 9 and measuring V4 and II leads, V5 and II leads, or V4 and 
V5 leads. 

o Species IV - Method of electrocardiogram measurement including using V4, V5, V6 
electrodes disposed on a first electrode pad and a RA electrode disposed on a second 
electrode pad as shown in Fig. 10 and measuring V4 and V5 leads, V4 and V6 leads, or V5 
and V6 leads. 

o Species V - Method of electrocardiogram measurement including using V4, V5, V6 and LL 
electrodes disposed on a first electrode pad and a RA electrode disposed on a second 
electrode pad as shown in Fig. 1 1 A and measuring V4, V5 and II leads, V4, V6 and II lead, 
or V5, V6 and II leads. 

2. The species are independent or distinct because the species have a different mode of 
operation, the species do not overlap in scope and the species are not obvious variants.
